And it is ſaid that His Ma- 
s jeſty afterwards by Proclamation, Commanded the Court of Kings- Bench, to be 
held at Oxford tor Hilary Term 1643, And that the Officers of that Court, 
ſhould atrend then there. 

- But Hillary Term 1643. was not adjourned by Writ, but was held at Weſt- 
minſter, by Mr. Juſtice Bacon, then Judge of che Kings- Bench-Court, by Patent 
from His Majeſty, By reaſon whereof, and of the then troubles, divers Offi- 
cers of the Kings- Bench- Court, were reſtrained to attend at Weſtminſter, and 


could not attend at Oxford. 
The like reſtraint was put upon divers other Officers of the other Courts 


before mentioned. 
- For ſuch non-attendance at Oxford, 'tis ſaid that ſeverall Inquiſitions were ta- 
ken againſt divers Officers of the ſaid Courts, and their Offices granted to 0-
